JUDGMENT. 


The full text is to hand’ of the judgment 
recently delivered by the Kobe Chiho Saibansho 
ta favour of the plaintiffs in the action brought 
‘by the China traders’ Insurance Company of 
Yokohama against Messrs, M. and N, Yashiki, 
shipping agents of Kobe. 

1 will be remémbered, says the A’ode 
Chroniele, that plaintiffs claim that on the.sth 
August, 1903, Mr. Fukukogo, a Chinese mer- 
chant of Kaigandoti, Kobe, effected marine 
insurance on seven hundred cases of potatoes 
and onions, the insurance amounting to 
Y2, 10, ‘Te gouds were placed in’ lighters 
beluu,ing to defendants and sent toa steamer 
in Kobe harbour, The cargo of one lighter 
was sitfely shipped, but the other lighter, while 
lyin, laden alongside the steamer, being de- 
fective, spruog a leak, with the result that 380 
causes weie damaged and thrown overbuard, 
and began ta float away. ‘The plaintil com- 
pany, on September 7th paid, the insurance on 
the 380 cases, the amount bsing Y919 47. As

THR ARCTIC ROUTE TO THE FAR EAST. 

Dr. Frederick A. Cook, who accompanied 
Peary on his last trip, states that the project of 
taking the Rassian fleet from the Haltic to the 
For East via the Arctic Ocean was not as im: | 
practicable ns it seemed at first xlance. 

“While I do not see that the Russian 
ships would be in any belter position after 
making the journey that way (han they 
‘would be by going through the Red Sea, 
yet) the proposition is not as impossible 
as it appears at first glance,” said Cook. 
The voyage has been made once, in 1878, aad 
there ig no reason why it'should not be made 
again, providing the war ships are able to 
withstand the pressure of the ice. The Vege, 
asmall boat, made the voyaye in the summer 
of 1878, 

“Of course it would be impossible to get 
through in the winter time, but the Vere, which, 
by the way, was built specially for ice work, 
succeeded in getting very close to Behring 
Straits before being compelled to lay up. The 
Russian ships would probably be wble to make 
the trip in two months, making something like 
seven knots, which is about all that any ship 
can make through the ice. 


RUSSIAN REPORTS. 
13th May. 

General. Stessel reports that, on the 1ith 
May, as svon as he received on the 7th May 
the report that Pulantien was occupied by the 
Japanese, he sent out several patrols of cavalry 
to réconnoitre in the direction ‘of Pulantien, 
Pitsewo, and Kerr Bay which were followed by 
detachments of motinted infantry. 

On the ioth May he seat six battalions of 
infantry and one baitery of artillery under the 
command of General Fock towards Sansbilipu. 
As they advanced toward the North they com- 
pelled the enemy's cavalry and a small detach- 
ment of infantry which were near the railway 
to retire in an eastern direction. 

During this engagement with the enemy we 
had two men killed and 14 wounded. 

According to information received since fram 
private sources the Pulantien station has been 
reoccupied by the Japanese and the railway 
communication is now wholly interrupted. 

Kuantiensien is clear of the enemy: the 
Japanese co'umns composed of about one 
division are advancing slowly along the hills 
in the direction of Siouyen. We have further 
information that the enemy is concentrating 
considerable forces to the nortli of Takushan,

During the 12th of May a Japanese detach- 
ment of about one battalion of infantry and twa 
companies of cavalry occupied Pulantien. This 
detachment Jeft the station the same evening.

During the night of the 13th of May Pulan- 
tien was illuminated with the searchlights of 
the enemy. ™ 

On the 13th of May the Japanese reappeared 
near Mulantien and Wafungtien and destroyed 
the railway. We closed the stations at Wa- 
fungchou and Wantzealin. 

In the eastern detachment there are no 
changes. 

We discovered the enemy’s cavalry patrols 
twelve versts (5 miles) to the east of Suiyen. 

Between Saimachi and Lienshankuan the 
Hunghutze are aitacking our flying post (mail). 

Forty versts(27 miles) towards the south-west 
from Kuanchéngtse the Chinese are commenc- 
ing an insurrection against the Russians and 
Christians, 

According to information received on the 
12th and 13th of May the advance of the enemy 
from Fénghuanghéng towards Linoyang is pro- 
ceeding indecisively, having rather a demon: 
strative character. 

It is possible that the enemy's main body is 
marching towaids Haichéng or towards Kai- 

chow. A r_ considerable portion of the 
enemy is concentrating to the northwest of 
Takushan. 

We have taken measures to clear out the 
region between Lienshankuan and Saimachi 
from the Hunghutze. In our engagements 
against them, which have taken place at differ- 
ent times, we lost three Cossacks killed, one 
wounded and four missing.
